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REMARKS 

Claims 2-9 are pending in the application. Claim 2 has been amended. Support for 
amended Claim 2 can be found for example, on page 2, lines 8-10. Thus, no new matta- has 
been added. Accordingly, entry of the present Mnendment is requested. 

Claims 2-4, 6, and 7 stand rejected under 3$ TJ.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by tbe 
article titled "Nanocorundum - Advanced Synthesis and Processing" by Krell et al. 

Claims 2-4 and 6-9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the article titled "Nanocorundum - 
Advanced Synthesis and Processing" by Krell et al. 

Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections for the reasons set forth on pages 2-3 of 
the Response filed October 9, 2007, which are incorporated herein by reference. 

Additionally, without admitting that these rejections are appropriate, independent Claim 2 
has beeri amoided to incorporate "consisting essentially of language into Claim 2 as suggested 
by the Examiner on page 8 of the Office Action. Applicants submit that the cited art neither 
teaches nor suggests the invention as recited in the amended claims.
